NEW ORGANIZATION FORMED 


Andover Public Health Association to Take over and En- 
large on work of Andover Tuberculosis Committee Much 
Interest Aroused at First Meeting 


The good work that has been performed by the visiting nurse in Andover 
during the past seven years has led the officers and directors of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Society to a belief that much more can be accomplished for the health of 
the town by enlarging the organization and thereby being able to extend the work 
on more general lines. 

With this purpose in view a meeting of those interested in the project was 
held in the School Committee room last evening, and the enthusiasm shown by 
all who attended spells success for the men and women who organized and adopted 
a set of by-laws. 

The meeting was opened by Rev. Markham W. Stackpole, who served as 
chairman at the invitation of the president, Dr. W. D. Walker. Mr. Stackpole 
outlined briefly the work of the committee having charge of the district nursing 
during the past few years, the great amount of excellent work done, not only 
with tubercular patients, for whose especial help ‘he society was originally started, 
but for all other causes affecting the health and comfort of the community. He 
said that the time had come when it seemed necessary to employ another nurse 
to help in the work.

Our Japanese Visitor Home Again 


I am sure that those who saw Prof. 
Uraguchi, on the occasion of his visiting 
Andover last summer in order to see the 
first American’ home of his revered 
instructor, Dr. Jog@ph Hardy Neesima, 
or who helped om his project of an 
English library for Doshisha College, 
which Neesima founded, will be glad 
to know of his safe arrival in his own 
land by the Seattle steamship. Some of 
the books’for the new library had al- 
ready been received, and welcomed by 
the president and faculty of the college. 
Perhaps a few detached extracts from 
Mr. Uraguchi’s letter will be of interest. 

“I arrived at Yokohama one day 
later than expected, owing to an acci- 
dent on our steamer Sado Maru, and 
was delightfully greeted by my dear 
wife’ and Kenji. -[Kenji is a nine years 
old boy, the oldest of his four children.] 
I have been making a flying trip of wel- 
come visits to my relatives until a few 
days ago when I settled at last with my 
family in my new Kyoto home. ; 
My work ‘at Doshisha is going on all 
right, and I am already making good 


use of my studies at Harvard and at 
Andover Seminary. In writing this first 
English letter to any of my good friends 
in U.S. A., I feel myself to be quite near 
to you, although I live 7000 miles away

HE ANDOVER ‘TOWNSMAN — 


a course of special study at Andover 
Seminary, Cambridge. Mr. Uraguchi 
was one of the last class to graduate 
from Doshisha under the presidency: of 
Joseph Hardy Neesima. He 
of course visited, while in this country, 
the many scenes connected with Nee- 
sima’s life in America and got to know 
many of his old friends. One of these 
friends, Rev. C. C. Carpenter, of An- 
dover, was able to give Professor 
Uraguchi many interesting glimpses of 
*Neesima’s life and ideals, and took great 
interest in the plan for a library of 
English books which Mr. Uraguchi 
wished to secure for his university. Mr. 
Carpenter has made for this library a 
book which will be like the heart of the 
collection. He calls it ‘Neesima in 
America’. It is a scrapbook of notes, 
articles, and letters associated with or 
resulting from his early life in America, 
‘hastily prepared,’ so the dedication by 
Mr. Carpenter reads, ‘in loving memory 
of my long-ago seminary friend; and 


I wish I could have seen him 
I am going to 
visit Mrs. Gordon in a few days, and 


passed on to my new friend, , as he 
goes back to Japan to continue Nee- 
sima’s great work.’ The book contains 
a wonderful collection of material,— 
notes from Mr. Carpenter’s own jour- 
nals, clippings from newspapers, pro- 
grams of old meetings, original photo- 
graphs and rough woodcuts of Neesima 
and of scenes associated with him. 
Few colleges possess more interesting 
memorabilia of their founders.”

opportunities, who make more show in 
the world, but when measured, fall far 
short of the estimate that may be 
placed upon the life and work of John 
McCarthy. 

The writer remembers him as a boy 
beginning the progress that ultimately 
gave to him acompetency, a fine home, 
a splendid family and a proud position 
in the community. He was a good 
worker with the pick and shovel, and 
because he was a good worker with the 
pick and shovel, his success as a skilled 
sltone-mason came. From one end of 
the town to the other are evidences of 
his skill that are apparent in many 
examples of his work, but the larger 
asthe inflience of industry, of faithful 
workmanship, of ‘emphasizing © right 
over wrong, of never shirking, of duty 
fully done, have been s,xread throughout 
the town in a way where although not so 
easily seen. as are his walls and founda- 
‘tions, are nevertheless bound to be 
apparent for a long time in their in- 
fluence upon those. with whom Mr. 
McCarthy came in contact. 

Somebody is going to say the above 
is a pretty big estimate of an ordinary 
man. It isn’t. It is just a tribute to 
the part which a man may play in a 
community like Andover, whatever his 
opportunity and whatever his service, 
when he plays it up to the full power of 
his ability and opportunity so as to 
make of himself what John McCarthy 
did in the town of Andover,— one of 
the town’s most useful citizens.

One of Andover’s best-known busi- 
ness men, John, McCarthy, a stone- 
mason and contractor of long years’ 
standing, passed away at his home on 
Wolcott avenue on last Friday morning 
at the age of fifty-eight years.

Editor of the Andover Townsman :— 

Dear Mr. Cole:—Your editorials as a 
rule are not only interesting but. in- 
structive, and while I do not always 
agree with your views I know that your 
judgment is sound, and that we may be 
envious of your keen foresight, which 
enables you to see in advance the ulti- 
mate benefits “obtained through the 
adoption of your ideas as expressed in 
these columns. - 

To the spirit in which your editorial 
of last week, regarding our Club, was 
written, I take no exception. I am won- 
dering, however, if you would have put 
it just that way had you been acquainted 
with all the facts. 

In about two months our Club will 
celebrate its tenth anniversary. If it 
ever occupied the “cradle” it could only 
have been at the moment of organiza- 
tion, for a glance at the list of charter 
members will show that the majority 
were men. of experience, of energy, and 
of good standing in our community. 
One of the most enthusiastic members 
in the beginning was the late Joseph A. 
Smart, whom every one of us learned to 
honor and respect. It is hard to imag- 
ine a man of his ability, or those associ- 
ated with him, identifying themselves 
with an organization, and allowing it 
to slumber peacefully, as might be ex- 
pected of the occupant of a cradle. 

Speaking collectively, the people who 
ally themselves with our Church are 
studious, well informed, and have the 
faculty of thinking for themselves. It 
is said of more than one Scotchman who 
has found employment in the Andover 
mills that by devoting spare moments to 
study and good reading they have edu- 
cated themselves to such a degree as to 
win the respect and confidence of our 
citizens. 

It is natural, therefore, that a Club of 
this kind should appeal to these men, 
who are eager for knowledge of the kind 
which makes the best citizens, and 
leaves an impress on the community of 
which everyone feels proud. 

Our Club has prospered, and it wil 
continue to prosper, for its make-up is 
such that it cannot do otherwise. The 
administration of my predecessor—Mr. 
Gofi—was considered the most success- 
ful in the history of the Club. It is a 
fact that on assuming the duties of Pres- 
ident I found little to do except to work 
for a larger membership, and to this I 
Save much energy, for I could not con- 
scientiously ask busy men to give up an 
entire evening, and put themselves to 
much inconvenience, without assuring 
them of a fair sized audience. 

It was a source of much gratification 
to me when 300 or more recently gather- 
ed in our Church to hear a man who is 
known as a leader in the affairs of our 
Nation. When I chanced to meet Sen- 
ator Weeks in New York a few days later 
I was greatly pleased to hear him say 
that the number in attendance exceeded 


his expectations, and that it was.one of 
the mést .attentive audiences he had 


ever addressed. 

Contrast this, if you please, with an 
affair which took place in New York not 
so very long-ago, which was heralded in 
the papers as one of the big events of the 
season, Without doubt few men in pub- 
lic life today, if invited, would have re- 
fused to address this gathering of 1300 
or 1400 men seated at the banquet tables 
in one of the leading hotels of that city; 
nevertheless, the speakers were inter- 
rupted frequently by disturbance, oc- 
casioned by men apparently under the 
influence of liquor, and because of the 
confusion which ensued it is safe to say 
that not 50 per cent of those present 
could hear with much understanding the 
speeches made for their benefit. 

The lecture given in the Town hall 
last Thursday evening was considered 
for our program last Fall, but could not 
be secured. Although I worked inces- 
santly I had practically given up hope, 
and had my program for this year all ar- 
ranged when word was received that the 
Travelogue was at our disposal. This 


made it necessary to run an “Extra.” |

‘*A Little More Cider too’’ 


In last week’s article on cider a slip 
crept in about citric acid being from 
the apple juice. Malic acid is the agent. 
Dr. Howarth advocated the use of 
tartaric acid freely, as found in the 
grape, etc., in the case of a descendant 
of the Yankee ancestors who were a 
complete lime factory in the way of 
digestion; also the use of citric acid as 
found in the lemon family. But. in 
packing joints of rheumatics with 
oxalic acid products, he advised me to 
avoid rhubarb, which I love as does a 
bear, and tomatoes, also onions; but 
I do not adhere closely in the last case 
to the warning. These suggestions may 
be of use to those who are beginning 
| early to have knobs on their fingers. I 
have so far escaped that symptom, but 
have some serious arterial drawbacks 
that warn me to adhere to his advice 
carefully in old age. 1 wonder what the 
ancestors found in cider besides a cheer- 
ful drink. They certainly abused the 
good gift. I find)myself the native cran- 
berry to be the champion acid, not 
smothered in sugar, however. I have 
learned to eat them raw as pickles. No 
salad but has dainty slices of this little 
red jewel berry. It goes into my bean 
ration and aids my apple sauce to gain 
a new flavor. The acid of the cran- 
berry reduces erysipelas fires, soothes a 
corn, and so it must be a help in the 
internal chemics somehow. We have 
all these simple stores of nature at our 
door today at prices in the reach of the 
small pocketbook. Try them and let 
candy and patent medicines alone a 
while. 


“The Country Gentleman” “that had 
Mr. Chase’s picture on the advertising 
page had another process for syrup from 
cider, where one gallon of syrup. was 
produced from seven of the juice. Pre- 
eipitated chalk’ is added, changing the 
color to what suggests New Orleans 
black.molasses; one-half pound of chalk 
to one hundred of cider, boiled tery min- 
utes, filtered and then boildd. again to 
one-seventh the bulk, is said to produce 
a fine-flavored syrup. . It sounds dubious 
to me, but I pass it on.

Washington, Dec. 6.—Secretary 
of State Lansing announced that the 
United States government had _ for- 
mally asked German Ambassador von 
Bernstorff to have Captains von Pa- 
pen and Boy-Ed of the German em- 
bassy staff recalled by their govern- 
ment. 

Lansing said this action had been 
taken because of the “activities in 
connection with naval and military 
matters.”

The president demanded that the 
lawmakers devise a means of reach- 
ing “those who have sought to bring 
the authority and good name of our 
government into contempt, to destroy 
our industries wherever they thought 
it effective for their vindictive pur- 
poses to strike at them, and to de- 
base our politics to the usés of for- 
eign intrigue.” 

He urged such measures “to 40 
nothing less than save the honor and 
self-respect of the nation.” 

-The very vigor of the phrases 
seemed intensitied by the fact that & 
president himself spoke them, ‘“Cor- 
rupt distempers,” “ugly and incred- 
ible thing,” “malign reaction” were 
some of his diatribes. 

The president said he need not sug- 
gest the terms with which congress 
might take measures of preparedness 
against the situation he bared. 

“Buch creatures of passion, dis- 
loyalty and anarchy must be crushed 
out,” was his demand. “We should 
promptly make tse of processes of law 
by which we may be purged of their 
corrupt distempers,” he reiterated, 

“The gravest threats against our 
national peace and safety have been 
uttered within our own borders,” he 
stated. At its close he concluded: 

“No law, I suppose, can reach cor- 
ruptions of the mind and heart; but ! 
should not speak of them without also 
speaking of these and expressing the 
even deeper humiliation and scorn 
which every self-possessed and 
thoughtful patriotic American must 
feel when he thinks of them and of 
the discredit they are daily bring- 
ing upon us. 

“There are not many,” the chief 
executive said of those at whom he 
aimed, “but they are infinitely ma- 
Henant and the hand of our power 
should close over them at once,” 

Preparedness by the whole western 
hemisphere, a moral partnership of 
all the Americas, a Co-operation of 
their national aims, national policies 
and national economies-—tnis Wis ‘the 
mammoth conception of the message. 

It was primarily a preparedness 
message. Members of the senate and 
house’ knew it would ask enormous 
sums for national defense. But the 
president urged this gigantic project 
into an infinitely greater plan for 
Pan-Amertcanism. He gave a new 
definition of the Monroe doctrine. It 
Was: 

“The states of America are not hos-

trict nurse, and the Board of Health. 
He said that he had been watching the 
local board and that he found them 
a capable, conscientious set of officials. 
He then presented some statistics in 
which he showed that the amount of 
money spent by the town for health 
purposes pro rata was extremely small. 
The amounts he quoted were: schools, 
$5.92; fire, $1.56; police, $0.56; and 
health, $0.13. 

He continued by saying that the 
public had not yet been educated up 
to the fact that the health of the com- 
munity was just as important as any 
other of these necessary departments. 
He laid especial emphasis on the need of 
more school-room work and inspection. 
He said that much could be accom- 
pli hed by having a nurse cooperate with 
the school physician, and felt sure that 
the school authorities and the Board 
of Health would do their part in 
further ng this work. 

In a general discussion that followed 
D . Simpson’s remarks, letters were 
read f om the health societies in Bev- 
erly, Gardner, and Malden, and Dr. 
Simpson spoke at length on what had 
been accomplished in, Winchester. He 
said the work of the District Nursing 
society had exceeded anything accom- 
plished in any other town in his district. 

Expressions were freely given by other 
men and women and all were in favor of 
forming an organization such as is pro- 
posed, and a set of by-laws to cover all 
the needs were adopted.
